There may be cises where 
there is difference of opinion which may be 
honestly entertained; and in such cases th* 
patriot will give to the Government the bene 
tit of doubt in the hour of peril, gome irregu- 
larities, some injustice, some wrongs in tiiurs 
Lke these will occur, and we are not disused 
to eavil at such cases. 

But no principle can reach sac 1 ) acis 
as have occurred not unfrequ"ntly; and 
wben these arbitrary dee 's bsg£aj tobt reduced 
to a system; when proclamations aud orders 
take the place of laws all over the country; 
when men are arbitrarily arrested in Ohio be- 
cause there is an insurrection in Louisiana, 
the case is altered. When a doctrine is pro- 
claimed that annihilates the freedom ot speech 
and of the press in the discussion «f a vital in- 
terest, it is a matter of reflection. Whither 
r.rs we tending? Who can tell how long civil 
and, corsequently, how 
be continued? What- 
ever may induce any one to desert from the 
aruiy, or prevent any from enlisting, must n it 
be done or apeken, and every military officer 
1 ; to be the j udge of the effect of deeds o r words. 
This, if carried out, cuts off all freedom of d s- 
cussion and freedom of action. No matter bow 
suicidal and ruinous a policy may be, if the 
officer includes it In what he calls the policy 
of the war, it must not be condemned; for the 
condemnation may induce some one in hear- 
ing to desert, or it mav prevent some lrom 
enlisting. 

Yet, have not the people of this country a 
right to condemn and change any policy tf 
war that to them appears suicidal, not at ail 
adapted to the end? Millions being judges, 
the party in power, by their acts and words, 
have done more to produce dissensions and 
prevent enlistments than all the discussions 
could ever have done. Indeed, were it not 
that things were done to be discussed nnfav r- 
ably, no discussions would have taken pbec, 
or they would have been harmless if they h. d

The 
late steamers have successively carried tLc in- 
telligence of cl«astcrs to Europe, aud of these 
the enemies oi the Union have taken prompt 
advantage. 

It is said that Mr. Mason has been called to 
Paris for an interview with the Emperor. Mr. 
Roc-buck, a member of Parliament, has made 
a speech at Sheffield, England, that 
was loudly cheered, acd In which 
he ur^ed the immediate recognition 
of Srutbern Independence, atd the Southern 
sympatb t?rs claim that events go to prove 
tbet Southern independence is already an ee- 
ta v llshed fact. True, we can, notwltbstand 
ing our recent fa'lures, show that we have oc 
rupied a considerable rortioU of Southern 
territory, but it is asserted that so far this is a 
barren victory, since the Southern armies are 
stronger in the field than ever, ard so long as 
wc are unable to crush these armies, we are 
as far (rem quailing the rebellion as when we 
marched cd Bull Run. 

It is rntis'actory to observe that the 
London Times still adheres to the neutrality, 
recomnvnds moderation, aid at the same 
time compliments the zeal of the Northern 
States on their still strongly apparent resolu- 
tion to carry on the war. 

What effect the peace meeting In New York 
will have upon foreign affairs we cannot fay, 
but tbe success or failure of the heroic Ccn. 
Grant wiil have the most powerful influence. 
If be succeeds we shall be strong enough to 
defy foreign interference. If he fails, we may 
certainly expect It. 

Upon this subject, the New York World 
makes the following commcot: 

"Every month which sees these Southern 
armies stiii kecpiu^ the fi"!d makes more ab- 
solutely csrtaia the recognition ol the Gov 
ernment which they represent. Lee, Beaure- 
gard, Bragg, and Johnston are the real em- 
bassadors of the Confederate government near 
the public opinion ot Europe. It is with 
them thit we are to deal if we wish to avert 
the very serious conseq-iences that must (low 
from the recognition by Foreign States of 
that great national schism which we regard as 
equivalent to national death, acd we can deal 
with them only by the diplomacy of bat- 
tle. The Administration, in its devotion to the 
fanatical system of war against popula 
tions, has never shown anything ap- 
proaching ts an adequate apprehemicn 
of this net. It is not even certain that 
the notion ol 'exhausting the South' by com- 
pelling it to maintain these large armies in- 
tact may not have entered into the govern- 
mental strategy. Should the army of Gen. 
Grant be compelled, after all Its gallant efforts, 
l j abandon the siege ot Vicksburg, it is as cer- 
tain a; anything in the future can be that the 
utmost endeavors of Lord Russell will be re- 
quired even to delay a little longer such diplo- 
matic action on the }>art of the French and 
English Governments as will suddenly rouse 
the who'e nation to a sense ot the real situa- 
t on into which we have been suffered, by the 
insane and rcckLss military policy of the Ad- 
ministration, to drift."

Jifno'rfd, That tbe Democrats of New York point 
to their unifirm course of aetiert flUrin,' the two 
years of ci rii war Utrattgfc which we have passed, 
to ll'" alacrity which they have evinced in nllina 
the ranks of the army, to their contributions an? 
sacrifices, as the eviduuc* of their patriotism and 
devotion to. the cause of our Imperiled country. 
Never in the history ot civil wars has a govern- 
ment been sustained with such ample resource of 
means mid men *s the poople have voluntatily 
placed In the hands of this Administration. 

Resnlred. That, as DstS »rraN. we are determined 
to maiutdin this patriotic attitude, and. despite of 
adverse and dinhearteniiiircircumstaiices. to devote 
all our energies to sustain the cans* of Ike Uuion, to 
«ecute peace throagh victory, and to hriaaj back the 
restoration of all the Stale.- under the eafe^uard* of 
th-j C"on*tiiution. 

Petotrtd, That, while we will not consent to be 
misapprehended Upon these points, we are deter- 
mined not to be miMindcrstood in regard to others 
not less esseutial. We demand that the Adminis- 
tratiou shall be true to the Constitution; shall 
recognize and maintain the rij^iU of the States 
and the liberties of the citizen; sha'l everywhere, 
outside of the lines of necessary military occupa- 
tion and the scenes of Insurrection, exert ail its 
powers to maintain the supremacy of the civil over 
military law. 

Rfftltt'L That, in view of these prine'plcR, we 
denounce the recent assumption of a military com- 
mander to seize and try a citizen of Ohio. Ciesaesst 
L. VailandiKham. for no other reason than words 
addressed to a public meeting, in criticism of the 
course of the Administration, and in cotidemua- 
tie.n of the iniilitary orders of that tiencral. 

li*t<Artd. That this assumption of pow.T by a 
military tribunal, if successfully as-ei led. not tidf 
abrogates the right of the people t o assemble and 
discuss the affairs of government, the lib -rfv of 
speech and of the press, the riyut of trial by jur»\ 
the law of evidence, snd the privilege ot Mtkmu 
corp'i*, but it strikes a fatal blow at she eapremaey 
of law. and the anthc-r.ty e>f the State- aud Federal 

COGntittltioU*. 

Resolved, That the Constitution of the Vaitcd 
•states— the supreme law of the laud— has deflned 
the crime of treason against the United States to 
consist "only in levying war against them, or ad- 
hering to th<-ir enemic?, giving then* aid Hnd com- 
fort;" and has provided that "no person shall be 
convicted of treason, unless on the testimony of 
two witnesses to the* same overt act, or on eoufes 
sion in open Court." And it further provides that 
"no person shall be held to answer tor a capital or 
Otherwise infamous crime, unless on a presentment 
or indictment of a Grand Jury, except in cases 
arising in the land and naval forces, or in the mi- 
itia, when in actual service in time of war or pub- 
lic danger;" and further, that "in all criminal pros- 
ccutiona. the acesateS shall enjoy the right of a 
speedy and public trial by an impartial jury of the 
State and uistricl wherein the crime was com- 
mitted." 

gfessjssf. That these snf.-guards of the rights of 
the citizen against the preteusie ns of arbitrary 
power were iutended more especially for his pro 
teclion in times of civil commotiou. They were 
secured substantially to the English people, after 
years of protracted civil war, aud were adopted in- 
to our Consi'iutioii at the close of th- rrvolution. 
They have stood the test of seventy-six years of 
trial, under our republican system, under "circum- 
stances which show that, while they constitute the 
foundation of all frere government, they are the ele- 
itu nts of the enduriug stability of the republic. 

7le*olivd. That, in adopting the language of 
Daniel Webster, we declare, --It is the ancient and 
undoubted prerogative of this pjople to canvass 
public mea.- sires and the merits of public men." 
It is a "home-bred right," a tire-side privilege. It 
had he»n enjoyed in Stary house, cottage and 
cabin iu the nation, it is as undoubted as the 
right of breathing ihe air or walking on the earth. 
Belonging to private life as a right, it belongs to 
public life as a du'y, and it is the last duty which 
tho*e whose repre entatives wc are ska II Hud us to 
abandon. Aimin.' at all times to be courteous and 
temperate in its use. except when the right itself 
is questioned, we shall place ourselves on the ex- 
irune boundary of our own right aud bid defiance 
to any arm that would move us from our ground. 
"This high constitutional privilege we shall de- 
fend and exercise ia all places — in time of peace, 
iu time of war. and at all times. Living, we shall 
assert it; aud should we leave no other inheritance 
to our children, by the Ussstag ot God we will 
leave tbera th-; inheritance of free principles and 
the example of a manly, independent ami consti- 
tutional defense •-' them. 1 ' 

Re*ol>ed, That in the election of Governor Sey- 
mour, the peop'e of this State, by an emphatic ma- 
jority, declared their rondemnatiou of the system 
of nrbitrary arrests and tiieir .determination to 
stand by the Constitut on. Tnat the revival ot this 
lawless system can have but one result : to divide 
anel distract the North sag destroy its confidence 
in the purposes of tae Administration. That we 
deprecate it as sat element of confusion at home, 
of weakness to our armies in the field, and as cal- 
culated to lower ttie estimate of American charac- 
ter and ra iguify the apparent peril of our cause 
abroad. And that. reganUM tM blow struck at a 
chtiaea of Ohio as slaaod at the rights of every citi- 
zen oftheN-Tth. we denoun-e It as against the 
spirit of our laws and Constitution, and most ear- 
nestly call upon the President of the United States 
to reverse the action of tbe military tribunal which 
has passed a "cruel and nuusual p:inishm.-nk" upon 
the party arrested, prohibited iu terms by the Con- 
stitution, aud to restore him to the "liberty of 
which he has been deprived.

Gentlemen: Your letter of May 19, inclos- 
ing the resolutions of ■ pablie meeting held 
at Albany, New York, ou the 10.h of the same 
month, was motived several days ago. 

Theresolu ions, as I understand them, are 
resolvable into two propositions— first, the ex- 
pression of a purpose to sustain the cause of 
the Union, to secure peace through victory, 
and to support the AdtninUtrution in every 
constitutional and lawful measure to suppress 
the rebellion; and secoDdlj, a declaration of 
censure upan the Adminisirati^n for sup- 
posed unconstitutional action, such as the 
miking of military arrests. And, from the 
two proposition?, a third is deduced, whic^ is 
that the gentlemen composing the meeliug 
are resolved on doinir their part to maintain 
our common Goverurueutand country, desp .te 
the follv or wickedness, as they may coucs.ve, 
of any" Admlnlsir.'.'.ijn. This position is 
eminently patriotic, and as such, 1 luank the 
meeting, and congratulate the nation for it. 
My own purpose Ir the same; so that the 
meeting and ujBdf have a common object 
snd can bave no difference except In the 
cho ce of means or measures for •fleeting 
'bet object. 

And here I cugbt to close this 1 aper, and 
would close It, if thcrs were no apprehension 
that mere injurious conseciaences than auy 
merely personal to myself might follow the 
censures systematically castuooum; fordo- 
ing what, iu my view of du .y, I could not for 
bear. The resolutions promise to support me 
rn every corstitulional aud lawful measure t > 
suppress the rebellion; and I have net know- 
ingly emp'.oyed, nor susll koowirg:y employ, 
any other. "But the meeting, by tracir reso'u- 
tions, assert and argue th u certain military 
arres's, and proceedings following them, for 
which I am ultimately responsible, are uncon- 
stitutional. 1 think they, are not. The reso 
lutions quote lrom the C mstitution the d.-fi 
nition of treason, and also the limiting sate 
guards and gusrsntets therein provided lor 
tbe citi7.-.u ou trials for trcasou, aud on his be- 
ing held to answer for capital or otherwise in- 
famous crimes, and, in criminal prosreuti ms 
his right to a speedy and public trial by an 
impartial jury. They proceed to reiolve ' that 
these safcguirdi of the rights of the citizen 
against the pretensions «>f arbitrary power 
were intended more «*7>ecwCy for his protec- 
tion in times of civil commotion." And, ap 
parcntly to demonstrate the prop siil m, the 
r solutious pndnned; "They were secured sub- 
stantially to the Eoglish people after years of 
protracted civil wt r, sod we«-e a topted Into 
oar Constitution at the dot' of the revolution." 
Would not th ■ demonstration bavi been bet- 
ter, if It could have been truly s aid that these 
safeguards had been sdnpwd and applied ef«-

1 was elect- 
ed contrary to their liking; anJ, accordingly, 
so far us it was legally possible, they bad 
lakeu seven Scutes out of the Uni»n, had 
rt'ir.- A many of the United States forts, and 
bid tired upon the Uuited States flag, nil be- 
fore 1 was tnaugtur tied, and, of course, before 
I bad done any official act whatever. The re- 
bellion thus began en.<n raa Into the present 
civil war; acd, ia ceitaiu respects, it began ou 
very uue<iual terms between the parties. The 
bim«e»t« had keen preparing for it more 
than tnirty years, while the Government harl 
taken no steps to resist them. The former 
had e irefully considered all the means which 
could be turae-i to their account. It undoubt- 
edly was a well-pondered reliance with them 
that in th«ir own unrestricted efforts to destroy 
Union, Constitution, aad law, all together, the 
Government would, ii a great degree, be 
restnined by the same Const nation and law 
lrom arresting their progress. Tbeir eympa- 
th>.irs pervaded all departments ot tbe Gov- 
ernment and nearly all commnuities of the 
pecpl.-. From this material, uader cover of 
"liberty t;t speech," "liberty of the press," 
and u habtn* corpu*" they hop»td to keep ou 
foot amongst us a most e lHciett corps of spies, 
informers, suppliers, aud aiders aud abettors 
ot their c-nue in a thousand 'ways. They 
knew lint in times such as they were* in- 
augurating, bv the Constitution itself, tbe **As> 
Um ansyaar "nvght be suspended; but they 
alsokuew they had fiiends who would make a 
question as to tr/io was to suspend it; mean- 
while their spies aud others might remaiu at 
large to help ou their cause. Or if, as has 
happened, the Executive should suspend tbe 
wilt, wi.boul ruinous waste of time, instances 
of at resting innocent persons might cccur. at 
arc always likely to occur in such cases; and 
then a clamor could be raised in regard to this, 
whicb might be, at least, of some service to 
the icsurgcat cause. It ueeded no very keen 
perception 4o discover this part of the enemy's 
programme, so 6OOU as by open hostilities 
their machinery was fairly put in motion. 
Yet, thorough')' imbued with a reverence for 
the guaranteed rights of individuals, I was 
slow to adopt the strong measures which by 
sgrees I have beeu forced to regard as being 
uhin tbe exceptions of the Constitution, and 
as indispensable to the public safety. Noth- 
ing is better known to Listory than that Courts 
ol justice are utterly incompetent to such 
cases. Civil courts ere organiz d chiefly for 
trials of individuals, or, at most, a few individ- 
actins; iu concert; and this in quiet times, 
and ou cn arges of crimes well defined in the 
law. Eveu in times of peace bands of berse 
thieves and robbers frequently grow too nu- 
merous and powerful for the ordinary courts 
if justice. But what comparison, in numberB, 
have Euch bands ever borne to the Insurgent 
sympathizers even iu many of the loyal States" 
:\gain, a juiy too frequently has st least one 
member more ready to hang the pauel than to 
haug the traitor. And yet, again, he who dis 
sureties one man from votunt. eriug, or induces 
oue soldier to desert, weakens the Union 
cause as much as he who kills a Union soldier 
in battle. Yet this dissuasion or inducement 
may be so conducted as to be no defined crime 
of which auy civil court would take cogni- 
zance. 

Ours is a case of rebellion— so called by the 
resi lutions before me— in fact, a clear, fla- 
grant, and gigantic case of rebellion; and the 
provision of the Constitution that "the privi- 
lege ot the writ of habtut corpus shall not be 
suspended, unless when, iu case of rebellion 
or invasion, the public safety may require It," 
is tlte provision which specially applies to our 
present ease. This prevision plainly attests 
the understanding of those who made the 
Constitution, that ordinary courts of justice 
are inadequate to "cases of rebelliou" — at- 
tests their purpose that in such cases men may 
be held iu custody whom the Courts, acting 
on ordinary rules, would discharge. Ifatxat 
corpus docs not discharge men wh ) are prov- 
ed to be guilty ot defined crime; and iu bus 
pension is allowed by the Constitution on 
purpose that men may be arrested and held 
who cinnot be proved to be guilty cf defined 
crime, "when, iu case of rebellion or invasion, 
the public satety may require it." This is pre- 
cisely our present case— a case of rebellion, 
whrrcin the public safety does require tbe 
suspension. Indeed, arrests by process of 
urts, and arrests in cases of rebellion, do 
not proceed altogether upon the same basis. 
Tbe former is directed at the small percentage 
of ordinary and cantinus^s perpetration ot 
crime, while the latter is directed at sudden 
and extensive uprisings against tbe Govern- 
ment, whicb, at most, will succeed or fail in 
no great length of time. In tbe 1st 
ter case, arrests are made, not so much for 
what has been done, as for what proba- 
bly would be done. The latter is more for the 
preventive and less for the vindictive than 
the former. In such cases tbe purposes of men 
arc much more easily understood thau in cases 
of ordinary crime. The man who stands bv 
and says uothing when the peril of his Gov- 
ernment is discussed, cannot be misunder- 
stood. If not hindered he is sere to help tbe 
eneuav; much mere if he talks ambiguously— 
talks "for his country with "buta"and "ifs" 
nd "ands." Of how little value the eons* ra- 
tional provisions I have quoted will be ren- 
dered, if arrests shall never be made until de- 
fined crimes shall have been committed, may 
be illustrated by a few notable examples. 
Gen John C. Breckinridge, Gen. Robert K. 
Lee, Gtn. Joseph E. Johnston, Gen. John B. 
Magruder, Gen. William B. Preston, Gen. Si- 
mon B. fiuckner, snd Commodore Frank 
I'm Buchanan, now occupying the very 
highest places In the rebel war service, were 
all within tbe power of the Govtrnineut 
since the rebellion b«gan, and were nearly as 
well known to be traitors theu as now. Un- 
juestlonobly if we had seized and held them, 
tbe insurgent cause would have been much 
w eaker. But no one ot them had then com- 
mitted any crime defined in the law. Every 
oue of them, if arrested, would have been dis- 
charged on aniens corpus were the writ allowed 
to operate. Iu view of these and similar 
enssf , 1 think the time unlikely to come wheu 
I shall be blamed for having made too few ar- 
rests rather than too mauy. 

By tbe third resolution the meeting indicate 
their opinion that military arrests may be 
constitutional iu localities where rebellion act- 
ually ex'sts, but Jhat such arrests are uncon- 
stitutional in localities where rebel ion or in- 
surrection does not actually exist. They insist 
that such arrests shall not be made "outside of 
the lines of necessary military occupa- 
tion, and the scenes of insurrectios." Iaas 
much, however, as the Constitution Iteelt 
makes no such distinction, 1 am unable to be- 
lieve that there is any such constitutional dis- 
tinction. I concede that the class of arrests 
complained of an be constitutional only 
when, In cases of rebellion or invasion, the 
public safety may require them; and I insist 
that iu such cases they are constitnlioubl 
wherever the public safety does require them; 
a > well in places to whicn they may prevent 
tbe rebellion extending as in those where r 
may be already prevailing; as well where they 
may restrain mischievous inttrereoc* wi n 
the raisisg and supplying of armies to sup- 
pr ss the rebelliou as where the rebel ion 
may actually be; es well where they may 
restrain the enticing men out of the army 
as where they would prevent mutiny in 
th^army; equally constitutional at all places 
where they will conduce to the public safety, 
ss against the dangers of rebellion or inva«ion 
Take the p>rtlcular case mentioned by the 
meeting, it is asserted, iu substance, <hat 
Mr. Vallandkrbara was, by a military com 
rnamler, seized and tried " lor no other ren* u 
than words aidrersed to a public meeting, u 



the political prospects of the Administration, 
or tbe perBenul iatcrcsts of the commanding 
General, but becau c e he was dsmatrirg tre 
sanv, upon the existence and vigor of which 
the \ .k of he nstlon depend*. He was wa ring 
u j< n the military anl ibis gave ti e m 11 a y 
conaiitntinnal jurisdiction to by hands noon 
kirn. If Mr. Tallandigbam was not dsmaglrg 
the military powe - r of th« country, then his 
arrest was made on mistake of fact, which I 
wou'd be glad to correct on on reasonably sat- 
isfactory evidence. 

I understand the meetinr, whose resolu- 
tions I am considering, to be in favor of sup- 
pressing the rebellion by militsry force — by 
armies. Lung experience has shown that ar- 
mies cannot be maintained unless desertion 
aball be puuisbed by the severe penalty of 
death. The case requires, and the law snd 
the couetitutlon sanction this punishment. 
Must I shoot a simple minded soldier boy who 
deserts, while I must not touch a bair of a wily 
agitator who indunns him to desert? This is 
none the less injurious when effected by get- 
ting s father, or brother, or friend, into a pub- 
lic meeting, aad there work upon his leeiinfis 
till he is persuaded to write the soldier boy 
that he is fighting in a bid cause, for a wicked 
Administration of a contemptible government, 
too weak to arrest and punish him If he shall 
desert. I think that in such case, to silence 
the agitator and save the boy ia not only con- 
stitutional, bnt withal a great mercy. 

if I be wrong on this question of constitu- 
tional power, my error lies In believing that 
certain proceedings are constitutional when, 
in cases of rebellion or invasion, the pnbllc 
safety requires them, which would not be 
constitutional wben, in absence of rebellion 
or iuvsbiou, the public safety docs not require 
them. In other words, that the Constitution 
is not, In Its spplication, in all respects the 
same, in cases of rebellion or invasiou in- 
volving the public safety, as it is in times of 
protouud peace and public security. Tbe 
Constitution itself makes the distinction; 
and I can no more be persuaded that the 
Government can constitutionally take no 
strong measures in time of rebellion, because 
it can be shown that the same could not bs 
lawfully taken In time of peace, thsu I can be 
persuaded that a particular urn 4 is r,ot good 
medicine for a nek man because it can be 
shown to not be good food for swell one. 
Nor am I able to appreciate the danger ap 
prehended by the meeting that the American 
people will, by means <of militsry arrests dar- 
ing the rebellion, lose the right of public dis- 
cussion, the liberty of speech and the press, 
the law of evidence, tiiil by jury, and habeas 
corpus, throughout the indefinite peaceful 
future, which I trust lies before them, any 
more than I am able to believe that a jnm 
could contract so strong aa appetite lor 
emetics during tcirp >rary illness as to persist 
iu feeding upon them daring the remainder of 
hie healthful life. 

Ia giviig tbe. resolutions that earnest con- 
sideration which you request of me, I cannot 
overlook the t.-.ct that tbe meeting speak as 
"Democrats." Nor can I, with full respect lor 
their known intelligence, and tbe fiiily pre- 
sumed deliberation with which they prepared 
their resolutions, be permitted to suppose 
that this occurred by accident, or iu any way 
other than that they preferred ta designate 
themselves "Democrats" rather than "Ameri- 
can citizens. " Ia Ibis time of national peril 
I would have preferred to meet you upon a 
level one s:ep higher thau any party platform; 
beciuaelam sure that, from snch more ele- 
vated position, we could do better battle lor 
the country we all love than we possibly can 
lrom these lower ones where, from the forco 
of habit, the prejudices of the past, aud seltith 
hopes of the future, we are sure to expend 
much of our ingenuity and strength in finding 
lault with, and aiming blows st, each 
other. But, 6i<ice you have denied me 
this, I will yet be thankful, for the 
country's sake, that not all Democrats 
have done so. He on whose discretionary 
judgment Mr. Vallandigham was arrested and 
tried is a Democrat, having no old party af- 
finity with me; and the jndge who rejected 
the constitutional view expressed in these 
resolutions, by refusing to discharge Mr. Val- 
landigham on tastes! corpus is a Democrat of 
bet:er days thau these, haviDg received bis ju- 
dicial mantle at the hands of President Jack- 
son. And still more, of all those Democrats 
whoarc uoblyexposing their lives anl shedding 
their blood 011 the battle-field, I have learned 
that mauy approve the course taken with Mr. 
Vallaudighaiti, while 1 have not beard of a 
single one condemning it. I cannot assert 
that, there are none sueb. Aud the name of 
President Jackson recalls an instance of per- 
tinent history. After the battle of New Or- 
leans, and while the fact that the treaty of 
peace had beeu coucluded wss well known in 
the city, but before official knowledge of it had 
arrived. Gen. Jackson still maintained martial 
or military law Now, that it could be satd 
the war was over, the clamor against tumid 
law, which had existed from the first, grew 
more turious. Among other things a Mr. 
Louaillier published a denunciatory newspa- 
per ar'.iclo. Gen." Jackson arresteu him. A 
lawyer by the name ot Morel procured the 
United States Judge Hall to order a writ ot 
habtat corpus to relieve Mr. Louaillier. Gan. 
Jacksoa arrested both the lawyer and the 
Judge. A Mr. Hollander ventured to say of 
some partot the matter that "it was a dir :y 
trick." jGeneral Jackson arrested laim. 
When tue officer undertonk to serve 
tbe writ of habeas corpus, General Jack- 
son took it from him and sent him away with 
a copy. Holding the judge iu custody a few 
days, the General sent him b-yond the limits 
of bi* encampment, and set him at liberty, 
with an order to remain till the ratification of 
peace should be regu'atly announced, or until 
the British should have left the southern 
coast. A day or two more elapsed, tbe ratifi- 
cation of the treaty of peace was regularly an- 
nounced, and the judge and others were tu'.ly 
liberated. A lew days more and the judge 
called Gen. Jackson into Conrt and fined him 
a thousand dollars for having arrested him 
and the others named. The General paid the 
liae, and there the matter rested for nearly 
tnirty years, when Congress- refunded princi- 
pal aud interest. The late Senator Douglas, 
ihen in the House ol Representatives, took a 
leading part in the debates, ia which the con- 
stitutional question was much discussed. I 
am not prepared to say whom the jouruula 
would show to have voted for the measure. 

It may be remarked t First, that we had the 
same Constitution then us now; secondly, 
that we then hud a case of invasion, and now 
we have a case of rebellion; and, thirdly, that 
tbe permanent right* of the people to public 
discussion, ihe liberty of speech and of the 
press, the trial by jury, the law of evidence, 
and the habeas corpus, Buffered no detriment 
whatever by that conduct of General Jsck- 
sou, or its subsequent approval by the Ameri- 
can Congress. 

And yet, let me say, that in my own discre 
tion, 1 iio not knew whether I would have or- 
dered the arrest of Mr. Vallandigham. While 
I cannot shift the responsibility from myself, 
I hold that, as a general rule, the commander 
n the field is the better ju tge of the necessity 
in any particular case. Of course, I must 
practice a general directory and revisory pow- 
er in the matt r. 

One of the resolutions expresses the opinion 
of the meeting that aibitrary arrests will have 
tbe effect to divide and distract those who 
should b3 united in suppressing the rebelliou, 
and I am specifi cally called ou to discharge 
Mr. Vallandigham. "I regard this aa, at least, 
s fair appeal to me ou the expediency of txer- 
ciaing a constitutional power whicb I think 
exists, in response to such appeal i have to 
say. It gave me pain when I learned that Mr. 
Vallandigham had been arrested— that is, I 
was pained that there ehould hive seemed to 
be a necessity for arresting him— and that it 
w 11 afford me great pleasure to discharge 
him as soon as I can, by any means, believe 
that public eafety will not suffer by it. I fur- 
ther say, that as tbe war progresses, it appears 
to me, opinion and action, which were in 
great confusion at first, take shape and fall in- 
to more regular channels, so that the necessi- 
ty lor stroog dealiug with them gradually de- 
creases. I have every reason to desire mat it 
sttould cease altogether, and far from the least 
is my regards for the opinions and wishes of 
those who, like the meeting at Albany, declare 
their purpose to sustain ihe Government In 
every constitutional and lawful measure to 
suppress tin rtbellior. Still, I must continue 
to do so much ss may seem to be required by 
the public safety. A. Likcols.

General: Leaving Sommssport, on the 

Atcbafalaya, where my command was at tbe 
date of my last diapatch,! landed at Biy u 
Sara at two o'clock on the morning of the 

M. 

A portion of the Infantry were transferred in 
steamers, and the balance of the Infantry, artil- 
lery, cavalry, and wagnn train moving down 
on the west bank of the river, and from this 
to Bayou Sara. 

On the 23d a junction was effected with the 
advance of Major General Angnr snd Briga- 
dier General Sherman, our line occupying the 
Biyou Sara road at a distance of live miles 
lrom Port Hudson. 

Maj. Q<n. Angnr had an encounter with a 
portion of the enemv on the^Bayon Sara road 

sulied in^e rcpube^rthe^emy Jith heavy 
loss. 

On the 35th the enemy was compelled to 
abandon bis first line of works. 

Gen. Weitzel's brigade, which had covered 
our rear in the march from Alexandria, joined 
us on the 26. h, and on the morning of the 
27th a general assault was made upon the fo r- 
till cations. 

Tbe artillery opened fire between Ave and 
six o'clock, which was continued with anima- 
tion during the day. At ten o'clock Weltz-t i 
brigade, with the division of Gen. Grover, re- 
duced to about two brigades, and the division 
of Gen. Emory, temporarily reduced by de- 
tachments to about a brigade, under command 
of Col. Paine, with two regiments of colored 
troops, made an assault upon the right ot the 
enemy's works, crossing Sandy Creek, and 
driving them through tbe woods to their for- 
titKiti.ms.

did not come up until later in the day; 
but at i o'clock aa assault was opened on the 
center and lett of center by the divisions un- 
der M j »r General Augur and Brigadier Gen- 
eral Sherman. 

The enemy was driven into his works, and 
our troops moved up to the fortifications, 
holding the opposite sides of the parapet with 
the enemy on tbe right. Our tro >pa still hold 
their position on the left. Alter dark the 
malu body, being expos -d to a I ink fire, with- 
drew to a belt ot woods, the skirmishers re- 
maining close upon the fortifications. 

In the assault of the 27th,. the behavior of 
the officers and men was most gallant, aud left 
nothing to be desired. Our limited acquaint 
ance of the ground and the character of the 
works, which were almost bidden from our 
observation until the moment of approach, 
alone prevented the capture of tbe poet. 

On the extreme right of onr line I posted 
tbe First and Third regiments of negro troops. 
Tbe First regiment of Louisiana engineers, 
composed exclusively of colored men, ex- 
cepting tbe officers, were also engaged in the 
operations of the day. The position occupied 
by these troops waa one of importance, and 
culled for the utmost steadiness and bravery 
iu those to whom it was confided. 

It gives me pleasure to report that they an- 
swered every txpee tation. In many respects 
tbeir conduct was heroic; no troops could be 
more determined or more daring. They made, 
duri, g the day, three charges upon the bat- 
teries ot the enemy, suffering very heavy loss- 
es, and holding their position at nightfall with 
tbe other troops on the right of our linis. 
The highest commendation is bestowed upon 
them by all the officers iu command on the 
ruht. 

Whatever doubt uuy have existed heretofore 
as to the efficacy of organizations of this char- 
acter, the history of th'c day proves conclu- 
sively to those who are in condition to observe 
the conduct of these regiments, that the Gov- 
ernment will find In this class of troops effect- 
ive supporters and defenders. The severe 
test to which they were subjected, and the de 
termined manner in which they enconnteied 
the enemy, leaves upon my mind no doubt of 
tb< ir ultimate success. 

They reejuire only good officers, command? 
of limited uumbtrs, and careful discipline to 
nuke them excellent soldiers. 

Our losses from tbe 23d to tbis date, in 
killed, wounded and missing, are nearly one 
thousand, including, I deeply regret to say, 
some of the ablest officers of tne corps. I am 
unable yet to report them In di

the defenses of Port Hudson, of the strength 

ot its garrison and Its means generally to re* 
sist tbe efforts now being made to reduce it, 

from a voucg Kentuckiaa who happened to 
be in Arkansas at the breaking out of the re- 
bellion, and a ho was c ompelled to lain tha 

rebel troops raised in that State, ilia regi- 
ment is a part of the brigade of General Be*', 
which soon after the battle of Corinth, or Pstta- 
burg Laedtng, w*s sent to Port Hudson, where 
It baa ever iir.ee remained. John Harris, onr 
informant, Is a native cf Kentucky, and is 
now on his way to his native State, he having 
joyfully taken the oath of aliegtaacs to the 
L nion Government and forever abjured that 
of Disunion and Jeff. Dav*a. 

Port Hudson Is situated on a bend of the 
Mississippi, on tbe eastern shore, tbe sweeps 
uken by the river above and below leaving ■ 
in a position to completely command the ap- 
proaches either wsy. The more outer works 
consist of intrenched abatis, extending in tho 
form of a semi-circle for some nine or ten 
mil- •. Beyond th -se the country was con- 
sidered to be favorable for the defenders of 
the poet; but from this they have been 
driven, and our forces completely in- 
vest It. The place, naturally strong, baa 
been fortibei with great skill aad ability. 
Tne outer intrenchments bristle with eaa- 
non of heavy caliber, which sweep all the ap- 
proaches. Some loitv siege guns, besides 
lighter held batteries are In position here, 
together with two IJO poundera. Great reli- 
ance is placed on the strength of these works; 
but there are interior lines of defense upon 
which the robels can rally in case of being 
driven back. These were not of much con- 
sequence at first, but some time before the 
late attack considerable labor had been ex- 
pended on them. These woika are not of a 
continuous character, like the semicircle of 
outer works, bnt are detached, erected on 
positions favorable to the rebels in craso 
they were compelled to Call 
abandon tb:-ir outer defeuse 
siege guns are planted on these for- 
titLatioos. Between these work* and the 
town iuelf are several swamps and thick un- 
dergrowth, addin g cousidexably to the strergth 
of the place. The water defenses consist of 
ten batteries, numbering between thirty and 
forty guns, some of them being eleven-inch 
aid otners thirteen-inch bore. One of these 
batteries is stationed on s bluff eight v feet 
high. Another ba;tery, the most westerly of 
the water defenses, is situu-d below the 
mouth of Thompson's creek. There is also a 
mcrtter battery, intended for throwing hot 
ahell. The guns generally are thirty-twos 
snd foity twos. These batteries were erected

A man by the same of William Steele, aged 
fifty-three years, resiclinr: on thf road leading 
to Scotland, and but a few rods from East 
Hartford Center, cruelly k'lled bis wife and 
little child, about six months old, by cutting 
their throats with a razor, nearly severing 
their heads from their bodies, and killing them 
instantly, in all probability. Ha then ended 
his own existence by cutting his throat from 
ear to ear. This was done, probably, in the 
latter part of the night, as the body of the in- 
fant was warm when discovered in the mora- 
ine. 

It appears that Steele was subject to tempo- 
rary fits of insanity and had been three times 
in the Insane Retreat, but had always been 
good natared and harmless, and was much 
attached to his family, and no particular fears, 
so far as we can learn, had been entertained 
by his friends of violence in consequence of 
his unsound state of mind. Wben in his right 
mind he was a good husband and father, and 
was respected by his neighbors. He was a 
plane-maker by trade, and latterly had been 
at work in Middletown, and on Monday last 
he came home to spend a few days with his 
family. He bad complained of being unwell 
for several days past, but there was nothing 
in his appearance to create alarm, and on Sun- 
day he was so mnch better that hia wife left 
him with other members ot the family in 
charge of

The facta concerning the killing are 
stantially these: Hia wife acd little child 
pied a bed-room below, and two children, aged 
resi>ectively six and eight years, occupied 
another room in the upper part of the house, 
in company with Mrs. Symonds, the mother of 
Mrs. Steele.

They did not 
bum the cars nor rnn the engine away 
as was reported. They arrived with 
their atolsa horses at New Salem Church 
in the afternoon, and had come to the concla 
•ion to remain there and rest until 2 o'clock 
next morning. Quite a number of them went 
into the creek bathiog, leaving their horses, 
which had never heard a gun fired, tied to 
trees, dec, on the bark. There were about 
eighty rebels, under Hines and Haycraft. In 
a little wbile Captain Hare, with about sixty 
of his dashing cavalry, disturbed the party 
by rushing into their little group and firing. 
Scarcely had the first ahot been fired, than the 
stolen horses, wlih the swimmers' clothes, 
pistols, die, broke and ran. Some of them, 
naked, managed to get on them, but were 
thrown off, or else the horses ran away with 
them. There was not a single shot fired by 
the rebels, as they took their immediate light 
Four of their men were killed— one of them 
being Young Oldham, who was thrown from 
a wild horse and killed. We did not learn the 
names of the others. One or two were taken 
prisoners. Moore ssys his horse ran against 
a tree, throwing him off in the road. He also 
states that the object of their visit was tostesl 
horses and wearing apparel. He represents 
the condition of the rebel forces in Tennessee 
as being awful. Hines' men are doubtless oui 
cf the State ere this. His little raid 
didn't pay. Moore goes back in a day or two.

{y Perhaps cur readers remember that a 
mac named George Davis, who was boarding 
at the Louisville Hot* 1 last winter, and who 
was supposed to be deranged, took sick and 
was removed to a hospital, where he suddenly 
died, in February, having at the time of 
his death a very large aura of money. His 
remains were conveyed to Cave Hill Cemetery 
and placed in a vaul* there, where they have 
been ever sirce, and his effects have been de- 
posited, with bis will, in the hands of a com- 
petent lawyer of this city. Nothing was in 
reality known concerning the history of this 
man at the time, though it was generally be 
Ueved that be was a man of means, and from 
the South, the rebellion having preyed 
upon his mind until be was driven to 
insanity. A letter waa received by the

•mall children in a sad and destitute condition. 
From her history of him, he must have been 
a man of immense wealth before the rebellion 
broke cut, and by profession a physician of 
the first class, with an immense practice. 
She Intends coming through the lines f.r 
his remains and the large amount of money 
left here in the poeseasiou of his lawyer. 



DaUTn or Jawns Oldham.— We sre pained 
to snnounce the death of this youpg msn, 
which occurred ou Saturday evening, und<r 
the following circumstances: He wss with the 
rebel llines' cavalry at New Salem Church, 
when Capt. Hare's company of F;deral cav- 
alry dashed upon them suddenly. Yonrg 
Oldham fell from his horse in the corner of a 
fence, sad threw up his hands exclaiming, "I 
surrender!" Scarcely had the words escaped 
his lips when a leaden messenger of death, 
shot by some one unknown, launched his soul 
into that eternity from whence no traveler re- 
turns. He was buried on the spot where he 
wss killed, in the corner of the churchyard on 
the bill, through which the rebels mostly 
msde their escape. Young Oldham has a wid- 
owed mother, sisters, and brother living in 
this county. This excellent yonng man, like 
a great many others in this Stste, was blind- 
folded, ss it were, and led into the service of 
a deluded people, who fought against the 
Union — that Unim to which they owed their 
love and existence— and who unfortunately 
have laid down in their quiet graves with no 
one near to breath a prayer of love or shed a 
parting tear for him they loved. His remains 
will be brought home for interment.

Monday Evening, June 15, 1863. f. 

Meurt. Editor* The troops along the Cum- 
berland river have been orranlied into a re- 
serve •corps, under command of MsJ. Gee. 
Gordon Granger, with his headquarters at 
Nashville. Brig. Gen. R. 8. Granger has been 
assigned to the command of the Third division. 
The forces at Clarksvllle snd Fort Doncleon 
form the First brigade of the Third division. 
The new arrangement, without doubt, will rt- 
suit in many important changes. Col. Bruce, 
being the ranking officer, assumes command 
of Fort Donelson and Clarkavillc 

The river is falling very fast, with not over 
twenty inches on the shoals. There is a large 
amount of Government freight at Smlthlacd 
to be transhipped for Nashville, but the low 
stage of water will render transhipment im- 
possit le. The boats are hurrying out of the 
river aa fast as poseible, and as we see each 
one depart we bid it adieu for the sear on.

Mobberly, of the 
Ninth Kentucky caYarry, ate some cove oys- 
ters in Jamestown, on the 3d icst. A short 
time after eating them he was taken violently 
ill, and died on the 5th inst. He wss a most 
estimable young man, a good officer, and well 
liked by his whole regiment. It Is supposed 
that he was poisoned by eating the oyster*, 
newas brought to Lebanon on the 6;h inst. 
There never was a corpse more swolen. No 
feature of his face was recognizable. 



Outrage.— On Tuesday evening last, Mr. 
Thomas B ggerly was slopped on the Dan- 
ville pike, about three miles from Lebanon, 
by aome person or persons unknown, who de- 
manded his "money or his life." On being 
told that he had none, they knocked or 
dragged bim from his horse, and took his own 
stirrup-leather and hung him to a limb until 
he was almost dead, and then left him In the 
road. 

Kentucky Rebel Troops Killed.— In one 
of the late skirmishes on the Cumberland, 
Wallace Gravca, of Scott county, Kentucky, 
Gane's Regiment, Morgan's command, was 
killed. Two members of the same regiment, 
named Jack Holland and Henry Anderson, of 
Harrison county, Kentucky, were also killed 
recently by a tree falling on them while they 
were asleep. 

Rebel Cokscrip rs Enlisting in the Fed- 
eral Armt.— Two hundred Etst Tennes6eans, 
who were conscripted by the rebel Govern- 
ment, and subsequently captured by our 
forces, passed through Covington, Monday, 
wesring the Federal uniform, they having 
taken the oath of allegiance to the United 
States, and enlisted in the national army. 

Armt Award. — Lieutenant-Co' ouel Kllbure, 
Chief Commlesary at Cincinnati, Monday 
awarded a contract to Mr. Clocker to furnish 
the army in Kentucky with fresh beef at M 64 
per 100 lbs, for the coming four months. This 
contract will am-unt to about $300,000, and is 
considered a good one for the Government. 

A Mistake.— The report that Gen. Burnside 
ii building a military railroad from Nicholas- 
ville to Danville, which has been going the 
rounds of the press, is incorrect. The rumor
